DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -23, 47, and 49-51 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding claims 1 -23, the prior art does not disclose or suggest a stacked 
semiconductor device comprising a first, second third and fourth insulating layer, the 
device being particularly characterized by the first insulating layer being thicker than the 
second insulating layer and the third insulating layer being thicker than the fourth 
insulating layer as claimed by the applicant. 

Regarding claims 47 and 49-51 , the prior art does not disclose or suggest a 
semiconductor device comprising circuit elements, a first insulating layer and a second 
insulating layer, the device being particularly characterized by the first insulating layer 
being thicker than the second insulating layer as claimed by the applicant.
